Committee forum on Ohio voting irregularities gave you only short notice of the forum. I am
grateful for your timely response to that invitation, and I regret that you were unable to attend.

I am sorry, too, that you have decided not to share with the Judiciary Committee the raw
data from exit polls that was gathered by Mitofsky International and Edison Media Research. I
intend to further pursue that data because exit poll projections do not square with official results.
It is important that the Committee be able to review that data to determine whether voting
irregularities affected election results.
